Hay’s total commitment 
makes him the type of 
player no side should be 
without. His strength and 
stamina are second to 
none and his purposeful 
runs from midfield 
stretch the opposition. 

The Stein view is, ‘‘No 
matter in what role you 
ask David Hay to play he 
gives the same 
professional type of high 
standard performance.” 
It is in defence that Hay 
really stands out. Seldom 
is he beaten in the tackle.

‘hard but perfectly clean. 
And when it comes to 
playing right to the final 
whistle the energetic Celt 
is always as free-flowing 
at the end as the begin- 
ning.

interesting con- 
versations nothing really 
constructive came forth. 

An eighteen year old 
high school girl said, “I 
would very much like to 
meet you as I believe I am 
feminine and still play 
soccer.”’ This girl was 
very well spoken and 
obviously sincere about 
the whole business. To 
comment generally on 
any particular subject, 
individuals always tend to 
overlook the obvious and 
such was the case with 
this young lady. No doubt 
she is a nice kid and well 
educated but I still cannot 
understand the mental 
attitude of the girls in 
taking up a sport in which 
they cannot hope to 
become world class and 
therefore limit them- 
selves. 

It is so unfeminine to 
see the girls falling all 
over the place like “seats 
in the Sahara desert.” As 
I said last week, they are 
totally unequipped for 
such a game and one 
merely making fools of 
themselves. There is no 
doubt that a lot of people 
read my article, this was 
born to be true when irate 
Dutch fans rang me to 
comment on the “state 
league ‘keepers list.”

My team mate at 
Slavia, Frankie Campbell 
last week described 
George Gillan, the 
Alexander forward, as 
the “‘village idiot’. This 
title is of course negative 
and without knowing 
Gillans academic 
qualifications I couldn’t 
make any follow up to it. 
George Gillan however 
has got real class if only 
he would stop trying to 


impress upon everyone 


what a “real tough guy” 
he is. 

Isaw George play in the

A referees task is 
relatively simple in 
theory but practically this 
is far from true. What 
makes a referee? In my 
humble opinion the 
following: 

l. Being able to in- 


terpret the rules to the 
sudden situation. 

2. Have a complete 
knowledge of the rules of 
the game. 

3. Be able to maintain a 
constant pace during the 
90 minutes. 

' 4.To be in the right spot 
at the right time. 

5. To be a “ghost” as 
far.as the spectators are 
concerned but to be a real 
live figure to the 22 
combatants in play. 

6. To gain the complete 
respect of all players at 
all times. fa 

One referee who 
whenever he referees a 
game seems to want to let 
everyone on the arena 
know that HE is the man 
in the middle. I will not 
mention his name in this 
article as it will definitely 
affect the Slavia result 
next year if I do! The 
gentleman concerned 
should get off his high 
horse and referee, not 
continue to bore everyone 
within a mile by his in- 
credible antics and 


. gesticulations.

On Wednesday night 
this week all the 
presidents ° and 
secretaries of the Sydney 
clubs got together and sat 
down and talked about the 
maladies of the game 
with the present officials 
of the New South Wales 
Federation executive. 

The New South Wales 
President Mr Peter 
McCann put forward 
some key proposals to the 
clubs. 

In the eyes- of the 


‘Federation officials these 


proposals would be the 
first step to get the game 


A maximum of our 
imported players in the 
first division teams. 

Promotion of a match 
of the round to be held at 
the Sydney Sports Ground 
each week. 

Reduction of the first 
division from: 12 teams to 
10 teams over the’ next 
two years. 

Elimination of third 
grade teams in the first 
division, with a limit of 
only five players over 20 
years of age in the second 
grade. 

Constitutional changes 
to allow each club to 


future promotion of the 
NSW Federation first 
division hangs in their 
adoption. 

Also if these changes 
are not adopted by the 
clubs NSW Federation 
President Peter McCann 
and Vice-President Karl 
Rodney say they will tend 
their resignations. 

It is to be hoped that 
there are many features 
that jade the game in 
Sydney get thrashed out 
in the meeting between 
the federation executive 
and the clubs on Wed- 
nesday night. 

A few of them are the 
promotion of the game 
and the liason between 
the media and the 
federation and the clubs. 

At the moment there is 
practically no liason in 
this sphere and the public

Not far from the German border, Bill 
Wannet was born in the town of Nymegen, 
ten miles from Arnhem in Holland, in 1932. 

His early years. were spent in the 
shadow of rising Hitlerism and from 8 years 
of age until 13, he lived under the heel of 


German militarism. 
His father, a bank 

~.accountant, who also 
worked for his country’s 
liberation, died of ex- 
posure in 1944. Bill has a 
sister 18 months younger 
and a brother 18 months 
older. : 

He was educated at 
Canisius College, 
Nymegen and played on 
the wing in the College 
Soccer team. When he left 
college, he .went as a 
representative for the big 
department store chain, 
V & D Ltd., who had 

' stores all over Holland. 

He also joined Quick 
Soccer Club of Nymegen, 
who were in First 
Division at that time. 

One aspect of Bill’s 
sporting life which is not 


widely known and about 
which, he himself is 
reticent, is his proud 
record in the field of 
athletics. 

He was Dutch Junior 
1500 Metres champion 
and in 1952 became Dutch 
Army Champion over 
1500 Metres. He raced in 
England, Belgium and 
West Germany. 

At 19% he was called to 
army service and did 214 
years before being 
demobbed in 1954. 

Whilst in the army he 
became a member of the 
crack Storm Troop 
Division and later trained 
as a jet pilot. 

After demobilisation he 
went back to his original 
job for three months, but
